,• Air Attache, whO'Sa.id an airship is being-built In Italy with 


which'it is plann'ed io/make iv flight to Rio Janeiro, Brazil, next 
June, Tlie ship'will be 300 'feet long, will weigh 34 tons and 
will have a speed of fifty nautical'.miles an hour. Colonel 
Guidoni said aviations is receiving "much attention in Italy, 
where air mail Hues are being opened up in different parts of 
the country," wmle one Rome newspaper is maintaining an air 
line (o Naples, 125 miles'disthnl; on account of Hie slowness of 
the train service, making the trip in an hour and a half. 


In this country great developrne/iijs are expected in (he line
